Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the recited laminate having a layer of an ethylene-vinyl acetate 
copolymer which satisfies the following relationship: X x Y/100 > 7.0, wherein X is a vinyl 
acetate content and Y is a saponification degree of a methyl ester. Independent claim 1 identifies 
the uniquely distinct feature of an ethylene-vinyl acetate copolymer "which satisfies the 
following relationship: X x Y/100 > 7.0, wherein X is a vinyl acetate content and Y is a 
saponification degree of a methyl ester". The closest prior art of record, Iwasawa et al. (USPN 
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4,497,856), discloses a laminate having a layer of an ethylene vinyl acetate copolymer which is 
not saponified, the saponification degree of Y is zero, which either singularly or in combination, 
fail to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations.
